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This decision is in response to Applicant's 'GOOD FAITH AND CANDOR LETTER 
REGARDING PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT" filed on December 11, 2006 requesting that 
the USPTO review the PTA determination at the time of the mailing of the notice of allowance. 

Applicant's letter concerning PTA is GRANTED-IN PART. The Office will adjust the PTA 
calculation at the time of the mailing of the notice of allowance to reflect a determination of 694 
days of PTA. A copy of the adjusted PTA calculation is provided with this determination. 

Applicant asserts that the USPTO may have granted too much PTA at the time of the notice of 
allowance. Applicant requests review of the PTA determination but did not provide any assert 
any specific reason for the discrepancy. Applicants find the following periods: 1) 640 days 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.702(a)(1); 2) 34 days under 37 CFR 1.702(a)(2). Applicants assert that 
reduction periods should be two days under 37 CFR 1.702(b) and 5 days under 37 CFR 1.702(b) 
for the March 6, 2006 submission. 

Applicants conclusions are persuasive to the extent herein indicated. The USPTO determination 
of 640 days is correct and not disputed by applicant. In addition, the Office agrees with 
applicants assertion that 34 days of Office delay occurred for the Office non-final rejection 
mailed June 21, 2005. The Office had assessed 44 days due to the clerical error of inputting the 
date of response by applicants as January 8, 2005 rather than the correct date of January 18, 
2005. 1 In addition, the Office did fail to respond to applicants amendment of January 25, 2006 
within four months. 2 Accordingly, the Office fail to meet the requirement of 37 CFR 1.702(a)(2) 
by a period of twenty-five (25) days. 

As for applicants' delays, the USPTO reduction of two days is accurate. As for the five days 
asserted by applicants, the USPTO asserts that the applicant did respond within three months 
because applicants filed an amendment on January 25, 2006 that placed the application in 
condition for allowance. Accordingly there was no five day reduction under 37 CFR 1 .704(b). 
In addition, the Office agrees with applicants assessment of a three day delay for the submission 



Accordingly, the reduction began on May 19, 2005, day after four month response of 1/18/2005 and ended 
on June 21, 2005, a 34 day delay. 

2 The reduction began on May 25, 2005 and ended on June 19, 2006. 
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on January 18, 2005. 3 Accordingly, the correct amount of PTA at the time of the mailing of the 
notice of allowance is 694 (644+34+25-2-3=694) days. 

The USPTO acknowledges that any delays pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .702(a)(4) and 1 .702(b) will be 
added at the time of the issuance of the patent and will be reflected in the PTA determination 
provided to applicant in the issue notification letter. 

After the mailing of this decision, the Office will forward this application to the Office of 
Publications for a prompt issuance of the patent. 

Because applicants were providing good faith and candor notice as to the amount of PTA, no fee 
is being assessed.
